He had returned to Burope 
from what might accurately be described as a 
flying trip to the United States, where he had 
conferred with powerful American banking groups. 
Still, if he had any mission in the United States 
other than recreation the fact was never stated 
with any certainty. Possibly the secret, if there 
was one, is known by members of his retinue. On 
his American tfuawels he was accompanied by four 
secretaries, two stenographers, a private detective, 
a chauffeur, his airplane pilot, a masseur, and a 
valet. There are eleven upon whom suspicion 
might be turned to start with. 
But that is only the start,. Capt. Loewenstein 
upon his return had left Croydon, the flying field 
on the outskirts of London, for Belgium, ‘While 
over the channel he disappeared. There was some 
evidence that he had fallen or leaped from the 
plane after forcing open the door of the toilet com- 
partment. Following the disappearance expert 
evidence was adduced indicating that no man 
could have forced that door against the pressure 
of wind while the plane was in full fight. When 
his disappearance was noted a landing was made 
on the French coast before the plane pr 
Belgium. The preliminary inquiry 
national, but French, Belgian, and English authori- 
ties all found the mystery insoluble. | 
There were a number of theories to account for 
the disappearance as a hoax. The one which re- 
ceived widest attention was that which attempted 
to show that he had leaped in a parachute from 
the plane to be taken aboard one of his many pri- 
vate yachts. The motive of this maneuver is said 
to have been a desire to profit by the collapse of 
prices on the European bourses which his disap- 
pearance had caused. The evidence has yet to 
be given that authoritative analysis which since 
the demise of Shérleck Holmes we have come to 
associate with Mr. Philo Vance’s name. 
Although a body alleged to be that of Capt 
Loewenstein has now been recovered by fishermen, 
much of the mystery remains.. The action of the 
waves has made identification particularly difficult.

Illinois Left Far Behind in 
Wide Highways.
